We read of Artimedorus, a learned Man, born in 
the Iſle of Gridu; where, with ſingular. Applauſe, 
he was profeſſer of the Greek Tongue. At that 
Time the civil wars betwixt Julius Cæſar and. 
Pompey the great, had divided the whole World 
into two Pariſhes; the One adhereing unto Cæſar, 
and the other to the fortunes of Pompey. But the 

Sword having laid all, things low, and the thunder 
of the Wars deafning the harmony of the Arts, 
Arti medorus addreſſed himſelf to Rome, where, 

though it was in the height of tumult and diſorder, 
yet the 'Gown did ſtill grant boch reverence and 
protection unto learning. Here, with as much 
ſafety as advantage, he did put again into practice 
his profeſ/ion of the Greek Tongue; and Pompey much 
about the ſame time being ſtayed in Ægypt, Ar- 
timedorus became one of Confidents of Brutus and 


Caffus, who called. themſelves. the defenders of the 


Roman Liberty; here by his great inſpection into 
PhiloJaphy, and the courſe and circumftances of the 
affairs in the World, he wiſely diſcovered the 
reat revolution approaching, and ſaw Brutus :

tremity, uttering theſe words, by the righteous judg-

This dream (happening the ſame night) gave 
him ſo freſh an occaſion to reflect on his own, that 
he immediately ſet down in a book, the night, ana 
hour he dreamed it, which he well knew, by a _ 5 


brother in Drury-Lane; the firſt news he heard wass 
his mother was dead. But inquiring when ſhe died, 
he was aſſured by his brether and ſiſter, that ſhe de- 1 

parted on Sunday the zoth of September about mid- 
night; which compared with the memorandum he + 
kad written, it appeared to be the very hour he had 
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
